The board of .aldermen, had a long 


and busy session at its weekly meet- 
ing on Thursday evening, there being 
a large grist of various kinds of b'u'si-' 
ness. Bids were opened and contracts 
warded for 
various; articles, and 


there were long discussions upon some, 
topics. 
, 
: 


A proposition to install a short 


stretch ; of sewer in • Arnold avenue 
provoked a discussion and a division 
of the board. There seemed td be no' 
money in the sewer appropriation to 
cover this expenditure, but it was sug- 
gested by Alderman Kirby. that the 
amount might be taken from the al-- 
lowance for repairs. The proposition 
was finally voted down three to two. 
(The Boy Scouts asked permission.to 
plant two trees on the Vanderbilt 
Circle as a memorial to the late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt/ and the Recreation 
Commissioner wanted to plant a tree 
on the City Hall lawn, 
These re- 


quests were referred to a committee, 
after Alderman Williams had stated 
his objection to having a large tree 
too near the City Hall on account of 
the dampness that might affect the 
records. 


Bids were opened for a long list 


of supplies for the-fire department, 
but before opening them it was voted 
to strike out the item' for tires and 
secure new bids, because of the fact 
that a drop in price had been an- 
nounced since the bids were prepared. 
Bids were opened for printing the 
City Documents and Tax Lists and 
the contract was ayaraed to the Mer- 
cury Publishing Company, the lowest 
bidder! Before the bids were opened, 
Alderman Hughes called attention to 
the fact that'all department reports 
were not yet in the hands of the City 
Clerk, and suggested that the bids be 
returned until such times as all re- 
ports are ready. It was' thought that 
the contractor might go ahead with 
the preliminary work and that the 
outstanding ; reports would be ready 
by the time that section of the book 
should be reached.

The resignation of Captain Eugene 


S. Hughes from the Newport Fire 
Department was accepted with regret 
Md a resolution expressing the ap- 
preciation of the board for his long 
and valuable service was adopted. A 
resolution was also adopted upon the 
death of the Harbor Master, Captain 
Thomas Shea, and ordered spread 
upon the records. 


The question of leasing a landing 


place at the City wharf to the Com- 
pany operating 
the 
Block Island 


steamer was referred to a committee 
to draw up a suitable lease, at a price 
of $100 a month, the Company to have 
the privilege of erecting a shed and 
platform on the wharf. 


A claim for damages from Russell 


' Toomey was referred to a committee 


consisting of- Aldermen Kirby and 
Williams and the city solicitor. The 
Petitioner claimed that his automo- 
bile was struck by the car of Chief 
«bin which was being driven by a pa- 
trolman. 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee had a busy 


session at its regular monthly meeting 
Monday evening and after considera- 
ble discussion approved the selection 
of the Hoppin land on Broadway and 
Vernon'Avenue as the site for the 
proposed new school building in the 
northern Ecction of the city. 


The report of Superintendent Lull 


contained tluS following items: 


Total enrolment 4112, average num- 


ber belonging 3702.4, average number 
attending 3455.9, per cent, of attend- 
ance 91.8, cases of tardiness 369, cases 
of dismissal before the end of a ses- 
sion 72. Enrolment in Rogers'048. or 
12 more than the largest record of any 
June. The total cnrolmen is 260 more 
than last September. 


Board of Health 


Since the last meeting eight cases of 


scarlet fever and one of diphtheria 
have been reported. 
Those ill have 


caused the exclusion of 16 other pupils, 


Dr. Jacoby, with the assistance of 


the school nurse, has made his annual 
examination of eyes and ears. 


State Appropriations 


The annual statement of the appor- 


tionment of the school fund, based on 
the school census of January, has been 
received. The total census of the state 
by which the $67,000 is divided is 121,- 
251. 
This gives a quotient of 55.9995 


cents per capita. At this rate Newport 
receives $3,128.13. In addition the city 
receives $100 per school up to 15—or 
$1,500. 


Teachers' Retirement Fund 


Mr. Kdwin S. Biirdick has made his 


final statement for. the Soiithwick -es- 
tate'. By it this fund receives $2,234. 
This is both an unexpected and a "cry 
much needed addition to the fund, as 
the retirement annuities have exceeded 
the income. 


The proposition to change a wall in 


the Rogers High School to give addi- 
tional accommodations for the gym- 
nasium provoked considerable discus- 
sion. Mr. Bacbeller presented an es- 
timate of $400 for the work, but Mr. 
Clarke said it could be done for $200. 
This also brought up the necessity for 
other repairs to the building and the 
Question of money available, and the 
whole subject was referred to the com- 
mittee on buildings. 


A special committee reported on the 


lunches served at the Rogers High 
School, finding conditions .generally 
satisfactory. 
Mr. Harvey and Mr. 


Clarke thought further investigation 
needed and it was referred back to the 
committee.

crs for an increase in pay was referred 
to the committee-on teachers, to con- 
sider the subject as a whole and not 
limit it to the petitioners only. 


A discussion as to the site for the 


proposed new school building followed, 
anil the Hoppin land, with a frontage 
on Broadway and Vernon avenue was 
finally approved. . The proposition to 
build an addition to the Rogers High 
School was referred to the represen- 
tative council committee on school fa- 
cilities.

Newport this week looking over the 
situation.

of fire insurance rales. Newport has 
spent immense sums of money to 
bring about such improvements us 
would secure a reasonable rate for the 
property in the city, but instead of 
reduction of rates the tendency has 
been to increase them every time. It 
was stated that when the reorganiza- 
tion of the 
fire 
department was 


effected the rates would go down, but 
the reduction was a will-o-the-wisp 
which failed to materialize. 


If any city in the country has been 


made the goat for fire insurance that 
place is Newport. 
If there was any 


way of compiling a statement of re- 
ceipts of the insurance companies 
from premiums on Newport property 
and then deducting the small amounts 
paid for fire losses, the net profits 
to the companies would be astounding 
and would undoubtedly be enough to 
pay all fire losses in Newport for the 
next one hundred years.

The con- 
troversy still continues with the re- 
sultxthat the work is held up. It is 
understood that the National head- 
quarters upholds the contention of 
the Providence Union. Such a con- 
troversy,' where no question of hours 
or wages is involved, is a poor com- 
mentary on unionism and does not 
tend to help the cause. 
If an out- 


side organization can come in here and 
say that local men shall not be em- 
ployed on a Newport job as long as 
there are Providence men who want 
work, it is time to call a halt. 


Mr. Ralph C. Gunther, who has been 


connected with the War Camp Cotn- 
munity Service.in'Newport for sev- 
eral months, has been ordered to New 
York, where he will have a more im- 
portant position in the same line of 
work.Mr. Gunther has made many 
friends in Newport, having taken an 
active part in the management of 
the Community Playhouse, and hav- 
ing appeared in a number of the plays 
there as well as at the Unity Club. 
He will be greatly missed in the local 
institution. 


Mr. Frank M. Wheeler has suffi- 


ciently improved after his operation 
at the Newport Hospital to be able 
to ride out this week, and was warmly 
greeted by the many friends who saw 
him. 
He is still under treatment at 


the Hospital. 


It is announced that the Bay State 


Street Railway Company has paid the 
bill of Simpson Brothers Corporation 
for its proportional part of the cost 
of laying the wooden block pavement 
on Carroll avenue. Some time ago 
the Corporation reported to the board 
of aldermen that the bill had not been 
paid, and .requested the city to pay it 
and collect from the Railway Com- 
pany. The matter now appears to be 
closed, without establishing any bad 
precedent. 


Miss Harriet E. Thomas, who has 


been secretary of the Charity Organi- 
zation Society of Newport for a num- 
ber of years, is considering a proposi- 
tion that has been made her to accept 
a position along somewhat similar 
lines in a larger New England city. 


The weekly exhibition drills at the 


Naval Training Station have been re- 
sumed for the summer, the first hav- 
ing been given last Wednesday. They 
will doubtless prove as popular as 
ever.

CAPTAIN THOMAS SHEA 
' 


The tragic death of the.veteran 


harbor master, Captain Thomas Shea, 
last Saturday night brought a pang 
to many a heart, not only in Newport, 
but in many widely scattered places 
outside. Captain Tom was a prince 
of good fellows, in all of the best and 
none of the worst that the word im- 
plies. A warmer heart never beat in 
the bosom of a human being. 
He 


numbered hie friends by the thousand 
all over this broad land, from the 
wealthiest 
dilettante 
multimillion- 


aire to the poorest of tlie boys along 
the water front. By all he was be- 
loved; nor would he do a favor quick- 
er for the rich mnn than for the poor, 
but was ever ready to lend a helping 
hand wherever it was needed without 
thought of reward for himself. 
. He had served his country faith- 
fully in at least two wars, even 
though he did not bear a musket at 
the front. The priceless Government 
establishments in Narragansett Bay 
had no more vigilant guardian than 
he during both the Spanish and the 
German wars, and there is not the 
slightest doubt but that he would have 
tackled any hostile war vessel single-, 
handed had the opportunity occurred. 
He had stood lonely vigil through 
many a night of storm in his staunch 
little motor-boat when other defend- 
ers of the harbor had been driven to 
seek refuge within the harbor. 
He 


faithfully guarded the submarine nets 
and niine fields in sunshine and storm 
and piloted-hundreds'of friendly ves- 
sels through the danger places in 
safety. 
His work was not spectacu- 


ar to the casual onlooker, but to the 
nan in authority the knowledge-that 
Captain Tom wasjon duty was a con- 
stant assurance of safety. 


The body of Captain Shea was 


found on the bottom of the harbor 
ast Sunday morning, near the wharf 
where he had spent his life. None 
;aw the accident that terminated in 
lis death, and the details can be fur- 
nished only by more or less conjcc- 
';ure. He had been in Bristol Satur- 
day afternoon, making the trip in his 
launch, the Defender. Sunday morn- 
ing he had not appeared at his home 
and Mrs. Shea made inquiries as to 
whether he had left Bristol, as the 
previous night had been a stormy 
one. 
Mr. J. K. Sullivan and Captain 


Bezanson of Commodore James' yacht 
Alohoa made an investigation and 
finally found the body on the bottom 
near the launch, which had been se- 
:ured to her landing place. It ap- 
peared from careful investigation that 
Captain Shea had returned in the early 
evening and went to his house during 
the temporary absence of his family, 
later returning to his boat for some 
reason. 
There .he went .overboard, 


possibly as the result of a slip, but 
more probably on account of an attack 
of dizziness from which he hail suf- 
fered occasionally. Perhaps he was 
unconscious when he struck the water, 
but he had never learned to swim in 
spite of his lifetime as a boatman. 
Medical Examiner Sherman pronounc- 
ed death due to accidental drowning 
and the remains were removed to his 
home. 


Captain Shea was bom in New- 


port something more than seventy 
years ago. His father was a boatman, 
and he took naturally to the water, 
to which he had devoted his life. He 
was one of the many cat-boatmen 
who made their headquarters at Ban- 
nister's wharf in the old days, and of 
whom he was the last survivor. For 
many years he kept the two cat boats, 
Alice and Carrie, in commission, and 
finally added the motor launch De- 
fender to his fleet, and in late years 
spent most of his time In the motor 
craft. 
In this he would go any 


where under almost'unbelievable con 
ditions. 
As a boatman he was re 


garded as th.! most reliable and effi 
cient that ever navigated the waters 
of the coast. For many years he had 
taught the youths and ladies of the 
summer families to handle their own 
boats,1 and had piloted the fathers on 
many a fishing excursion. He never 
had a serious accident while out with 
a pleasure party and would never 
take unnecesary hazards under those 
conditions, but when called upon to go 
alone into any danger ne never hesita- 
ted. 
He had been instrumental in 


saving lives many times and had res 
cued much valuable property. 


As a sportsman Captain Tom was 


unequalled. 
He loved to fish and 


shoot, although as his age advanced 
he had been able to enjoy little of the 
latter sport. In the days of cat-boat 
racing in the lower bay he was in his 
element. The writer well remembers 
the late summer afternoons spent in 
the old "Rainbow" with Captain Tom 
at the tiller, his son Tommy at the 
sheet, Billy Boyd bailing the water 
that came through the scams and over 
the side, while 4he rest of the crew 
was spread out to windward as bal- 
last, but in spite of her age and han- 
dicaps the Rainbow was nlways first 


to cross the finish line. 
"Tommy" 


died many years ago; "Jack" Shea, 
Captain Tom's Brother and right 
hund man, followed a few years since, 
and now Captain Tom is no more. He 
will be missed, but if ever a man de- 
served his reward in the hereafter 
Captain Tom will get his. 


THE ANN STREET PIER 


The neighborhood of the temporary 


postoflice on lower Thames street pre- 
sents a somewhat deserted appearance 
these days in great contrast to the 
hive of activity of last summer when 
the Material Section of the Naval 
Reserve Force, which was located in 
the State Armory and the former 
Newport Engineering Works, gave 
employment to thousands of men. Last 
year the restaurants in that section 
enjoyed an immense business. One of 
them is now closed, and the other 
finds business very quiet. 


The Material Section will be en- 


tirely closed within a very short time, 
:he only reason for its continuance 
with the reduced force being to clean 
up the property and restore every-' 
thing to its pre-war condition. The 
Ann street pier, which was used by 
the Government during the war, is tp 
ae turned back to the city very short- 
ly,, but it is in such condition that it 
is regarded as unsafe for public use 
and the board of aldermen have or- 
dered .it closed pending repairs. It 
was the understanding, when the Gov- 
•rnment took it over that it wdu'13 be 
turned back in good condition, so it 
is probable that the work of restora- 
tion will be done by the Public Works 
department of the Naval Training 
Station. The expense of repairs, if 
done by the city, is estimated at s\- 
crnl thousand dollars.

the Oregon decision against a referen- 
dum on the Prohibition amendment 
Of course there ought to be, or rather 
there ought to have been, such a ref- 
erendum, and the Prohibition amend- 
ment ought not to have been ratified 
But the proper time to lock the stable 
door IE before, not after, the horse 
is stolen. 


In Oregon there is a requirement 


that certain acts of the Legislature 
must be approved by referendum be- 
fore they become law, and it was ar- 
gued mat the act of the Legislature 
in ratifying the Prohibition amend- 
ment must thus be submitted to the 
people. 


But the'Supreme Court of the State 
holds otherwise. It holds.that the ac- 
ceptance of a 'Constitutional amend- 
ment is not a legislative act requiring 
popular ratification. 


That decision, we regret to say 


seems logical, and there is reason to 
expect that it will be repeated in the 
other referendum states, if the ques- 
tion is raised in them. 
If so, that

no cause for surprise.

bodies of different kinds and for differ- 
ent purposes are created, some under 
the League of Nations and some to 
execute the peace treaty. 


Among the former Is the commission 


to govern the Saar basin till n plebiscite 
Is held fifteen years hence; the high 
commissioner of Danzig, which Is cre- 
ated Into a. free city under the League, 
and various commissions for plebis- 
cites In Malmody, Schleswlg, and East 
Prussia. Among those to carry out 
the peace treaty are the reparations, 
military, naval, air, financial, and eco- 
nomic commissions, the International 
high court and military tribunals to 
fix responsibilities, and a series of 


. bodies for the control of International

League of Nations.—The covenant of 


the league of nations constitutes Sec- 
tion 1 of the peace treaty, which places 
upon the league many specific In addi- 
tion to Its general duties. 
It may 


question Germany at any tlmo for n 
violation of the neutralized zone east 
of the Rhine as n threat against the 
world's pence. It will appoint throe 
of the flvc members of the Saar Com- 
mission, oversee Its regime, and carr^v 
out the plebiscite. It will appoint the 
High Commissioner of Danzig, guaran- 
tee the Independence of tlie free city, 
and arrange for treaties between Dan- 
zig and Germany and Poland. 


It will work out the mandatory sys- 


tem to bo applied to Ihe former German 
colonies, and act 'as a final court In 
part of the plebiscites of the Belgian- 
German frontier, and In disputes'as to 
the Kiel Canal, and decide certain of 
the economic and financial problems. 
An International conference on labor 
Is to be held In October under its direc- 
tion, and another on the International 
control of ports, waterways and rail- 
ways Is foreshadowed. 


Membership.—The members of the 


league will be the signatories of the 
covenant,, and other states Invited to 
accede, who must lodge n declaration 
of accession without reservation with- 
in two months. A new slate, dominion 
or colony may be admitted, provided 
Its admission Is agreed by two-thirds 
of the assembly. A state may with- 
draw upon giving two years' notice, If 
It has fulfilled all its International obli- 
gations. 


Secretariat. 


A permanent secretariat .will be es- 


tablished at the seat of the League, 
\vl\lch will be at Geneva. 


The assembly will consist of repre- 


sentatives of the members of 
the 


League, and will meet at stated inter- 
vals. 
Voting will be by states. Each 


member will have one vote and not 
more than three representatives. 


Armaments. 


The council.will formulate plans for 


n reduction of armaments for.consid- 
eration and adoption. These plans will 
be revised every ten years. Once (hey 
are submitted by any party to the dis- 
pute which' complies with it if a mem- 
ber falls to carry out the award,.the 
council will propose the necessary j 
measures. The council will formulate I 
plans' for the establishment of a per- | 
manent. c,ourt of International Justice ! 
to determine International disputes or 
to give advisory opinions. 
Members 


who do not submit their case to arbi- 
tration must accept the Jurisdictlon-of 
the assembly^ 'If the council, less the 
parties to the dispute, is unanimously 
agreed upon the rights of It, the mem- 
bers ngrce thnt they will not go to 
war with any party to the dispute 
which complies.with Its recommenda- 
tions. 
In case'a recommendation is 


adopted by tlie assembly no member 
must 
exceed 
tlie armaments fixed 


without the concurrence of the coun- 
cil. 
All members will exchange 
full 


Information ns to armaments and pro- 
grams, and^ a permanent commission 
will advkc the council on military and 
naval questions. 


Upon any war, or threat of war, the 


council will meet to consider what ac- 
tion shall be taken. 
Members are 


pledged to submit matters of dispute 
to nrbitralfon or Inquiry and not to 
resort to war until three months after 
tlie award. 
Members agree to carry 


out an arbitral award, and not to go 
to war unless concurred in by all Its 
members represented on the council, 
and simple majority of-the rest, less 
the parties to the dispute, will have 
the force of a unanimous recommen- 
dation liy the council. In either case, If 
the necessary agrement cannot be se- 
cured the members reserve the right to 
take such action as may be necessary 
for the maintenance of right and Just- 
Ice. Members resorting to war In disre- 
gard of the covenant will Immediately 
be debarred from all Intercourse whh 
other members. 
The council will In 


such cases consider what military or 
naval action can be Inkcn by the 
league collectively for the protection 
of the covenants and will afford fa- 
cilities to members co-opernling in this 
enterprise. 


Validity of Treat!ej. 


All treaties or International engage- 


ments concluded after the Institution 
of the league will tie registered with 
tlie secretariat nncl-pnhlistiod. The as- 
sembly may from time to time ad- 
vise members to reconsider treaties 
which have become Inapplicable or In- 
volve danger to iwnce. 
The cove- 


nant abrogates all obligations between 
members Inconsistent with Its terms, 
hut nothing: In It shall affect Ihe valid- 
ity of International eiichfiem'cnt, such 
as treaties of arbitration or regional 


understandings like the Monroe Doc- 
trine, for securing the mnlntenance 
of peace.

ercising authority therein. These gov- 
ernments may make whatever pro_- 
vlslons seem suitable for the repatria- 
tion of German nntlonnls and as to the 
conditions on which Gc-i'inan subjects 
of European origin shall reside, hold 
property, or carry on business.

months of the peace. Its strength may 
not exceed 100,000, Including 4,000 of- 
ficers, with not over seven divisions 
of Infantry and three of cavalry, and 
to be devoted exclusively to mainten- 
ance of Internal-order and control of 
frontiers. The great German general 
staff is abolished.

As an Immediate step towards res- 


toration, Germany shall pay within 
two years 20,000,000,000. murks in 
either gold, goods, ships, or other spe- 
cific forms of payment, wllh the un-.

and payments for food and raw mate- 
rials, may be deducted at the discre- 
tion of the allies. .

Mr. Burleson 
who. has long advocated government 
ownership and operation of the tele- 
phones, has accompanied government 
control of them with higher rates for 
the public to pay, just as the railroad 
administration has increased freight 
and passenger rates.

Through all the briefs, filed 'in the 


Supreme Court, challenging the power 
« Mr. Burleson to increase rates on 
telephone service, there runs the note 
of strong protest against the federal 
power being exercised in a. way to 
strike at thc powers of the states and 
to increase charges to states and add 
TO the burdens on tho public. 


U is significant, too, that such pro- 


tests are arising without reference to 
partisanship. • It is charged that the 
attempt is being :made' und,er the
